As a body they withdrew from 
the national order two years ago. For 
the past year the mines have been oper- 
ated on their scale, which at least has 
secured fair work on an average.

He turned to his companions 
and shouted: "We are sold! The po- 
lice!" The police opened fire. Perica 
Bivero fell, riddled with more than a 
dozen bullets. Jnan Bojo had nothing 
but a dagger, yet with this he did some 
desperate fighting. He was soon killed, 
however, by the bullets from the revolv- 
ers of the polios. M'8.Bivero rushed out 
of her cabin and was severely beaten by 
one of the officers. She dropped to 
the floor insensible. The gendarmes 
finally drove the rest of the party to 
the deck and continued their firing, 
frightening the other passengers and 
wounding several. 
Montelongo and 


Eulogia Bivero dropped over the side of 
the vessel into a small rowboat and 
compelled the owner to row for shore, 
The police Bent a shower of bullets into 
the little boat and killed both the band- 
its. Rivero dropped into the eea. The 
bodies were recovered and taken to the 
city. Mrs, Rivero, who was horribly 
wonnded, is tinder arrest in the prison 
hospital. Thenewspapes are bold in 
their denunciation of this brutal mur- 
der. The officials, however, say that it 
was the surest way of getting rid of the 
bandits. The lives of all the passen- 
gers on the ship were endangered, and 
great excitement prevails among them 
and their friends. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 20.-The New Haven 


regular local passenger train, which left 
tho Grand Central depot at 7.01 to-day, 
was run into in the Fourth avenue tun- 
nel shortly afterward by a yard engine 
attached to several oars. The crash was 
something terrific, and both trains aud 
engines were completely wrecked. The 
cars of the passenger train immediately 
caught fire from an overturned stove, 
lighting up the scene of the wreck and 
making the work of destruction still 
more horrible. Two alarms of fire and 
calls for ambulances were immediately 
sent out, and physicians from Bellevue 
and Harlem hospitals, accompanied by 
several fire engines, were soon on the 
spot.

The collision 
occurred near Eighth street in the 
Fourth avenue tunnel, It was, with 
another train, coming on the same 
track. The last oar of the New Haven 
train took fire. The engineer of the 
New Haven train was instantly killed. 
At 8:45 the body of ft woman burned to 
a crisp was brought to the surface. The 
engineer of the other train had one of 
his legs burned off and another employe 
was badly burned.

no lien npon the property for ear serrice 
under the contract, and, third, that the 
onsignee in Ohio is not bound l>y a 
contract executed in Mioh'gan. 
The 


court denied the vali i ty of all of these 
propositions and give judgment in favor 
of the railroad company, and in render- 
ing his decision cited numerous other 
decisions iu support of his position.
